On the

“The maintenance of these unjust 
and discriminatory provisions in the 
tariffs of the defendant carriers has 
enabled the packers rapidly to extend 
their powerful influence outside of the 
sale of products of slaughtered ani­ 
mals. 
If these provisions be perm it­ 
ted to continue in effect the packers 
will gradually acquire a dominating 
control over the purchase, sate and 
distribution of many of the principal 
food products of the Amreiean na­ 
tion.” 
The grocers do not ask the inter­ 
state commerce commission to deprive 
the packers of their refrigerator cars 
but demand the abolition of all al­ 
leged discriminations in service and 
rates to the packers. 
One of the principal complaints of 
discrimination has to do with the so­ 
called “peddler cars”, used 
by 
the 
packing companies. 
These are em­ 
ployed for the distribution of fresh 
meats and other packing house pro­ 
ducts but it is claimed may also be 
loaded with other commodities, includ­ 
ing a large number of articles handled 
in the grocery trade. 
It is charged 
that by these cars the packers are 
enabled to make more speedier deliv­ 
eries than the grocery concerns which 
lack such facilities and consequently 
can dominate the market, 
in 
much 
trade territory. 
It is alleged the packers already 
exercise a dominating control over the 
butter, egg and cheese makers, and 
are rapidly acquiring a large share 
of the general wholesale grocery bus­ 
iness. 
The grocers contend rare pro­ 
visions applying to the pedler cars in 
some parts of the country enable the 
packers to ship groceries at consid­ 
erable less freight expense than the 
wholesale grocery houses.
